THE FALL TRADE SALE. 
FIRST DAY. 


| On the 17th inst., about half an hour before 
the appointed time for the sale, Clinton Hall 
seemed to be the objective point of the “live” 
bookseller at home and abroad. One by one the 
old familiar faces “looked in,” with now and then 
| anew recruit, and one ‘‘ greenhorn,” who wanted 
to know ‘‘ were they goin’ to have a political 
meetin’ here so early in the mornin’ ?”’ Among 
those present we recognized Messrs. Thos. B. 
Ticknor, W. A. Ingham, of Ingham, Clarke & 
Co.; S. S. Hadley, H. Ivison, of Ivison & 
Perry ; Craig Lippincott ; Lauriat, of Estes & 
Lauriat; H..H. Kimball, and Mr. Claxton. 
Messrs. Eaton, Lyon & Co., E. B. Smith & Co., of 
Detroit, Frost & Davis, Boston, William A. King 
& Co., Owego, Wheeler Bros., Nashville, and 
S. H. Le Roy, of Poughkeepsie, were repre- 
sented by their buyers. Promptly at nine 
o’clock ‘‘ Jerry” Pratt, with a face as bright 
and pleasant as the weather outside, called the 
assembly, numbering over fifty persons, to or- 
der, and, after directing attention to the terms 
of the sale as given on the second page of the 
cover in the catalogue, signified that he was 
ready to receive bids for the first lot in Messrs. 
Houghton, Osgood & Co.’s invoice. Mr. Tom 
Ticknor represented the house on the stand. 
Miss Phelps’ ‘‘ Sealed Orders and ther 
Stories,” were quickly gotten rid of at close to 
forty off. Winsor’s “ Reader’s Hand-book of 
American Revolution,” went at nearly the same 
price. Bidding, though not lively, became 
steady, and most of the books went at fait 
prices. ‘The American Bicycler’ went 0 
the track low. ‘Color Blindness” and Mr. 
W. H. Bishop’s “‘ Detmold” fared better, both 
bringing over half price. “The Lady of the 
Aroostook,” “ Story of a Cat,” Mrs. Whitney s 
‘Just How,” and “ Uncle Tom’s Cabin” did 
well, but the “ School Boy,” with his character 
istic fondness for “lagging,” was behind, prob- 
ably because it was so near “school time. 
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The 1000 lot of Tennyson’s poems, Favorite ed., 
started excellently, and was rapidly disposed of, 
the last parcels going at a bargain. The new 
illustrated editions in 16°, 8°, and 4° did well. 
The Household Poets, Diamond Poets, Red-Line 
Poets, and the Library Poets all brought half off, 
the Household goinga trifle beyond. Mr. Tick- 
nor steadily refused to run lines at any other 
than his own price, refusing at one time, from 
one firm alone, the tempting bid for a thousand 
volumes of the Household Poets in assorted lots 
at a few cents below the price the line brought 
in the sale. The Glode ed. of Scott, Dickens, and 
Cooper did remarkably well, all of them bring- 
ing over half off; the Fireside Hawthorne and 
Emerson, went lower. The Artist Biographies 
in both editions went at good figures; but the 
Vest pockets, to use “* Harte” language, “ didn’t 
pan out” at all. The Bodleys, both “ Afoot” 
and “On Wheels,” went at a high rate. 
Choice Autobiographies went lower than they 
deserved; the ‘‘ Boston Monday Lectures” 
brought nearly half off, Longfellow’s ‘‘ Poems 
of Places” less, and the following lines at 
better prices. “ The Family Library of British 
Poetry” went quickly at very nearly one third 
off. The heliotype art works fetched about 
middle prices. Aldrich’s, Agassiz’s, and An- 
dersen’s works were well received. With 
Botta’s ‘‘ Hand-book of Universal Literature,” 
which always commands a good price, the 
morning’s sale was brought to a close. 

After dinner bidding was a trifle livelier and 
the books averaged better prices. The River- 
side British Poets, Bacon’s and Dr. John Brown’s 
works, went at over half. Bryant’s transla- 
tions of the Iliad and Odyssey had few bidders 
and went off at a bargain. Burroughs’, Car- 
lyle’s, Cary’s, J. F. Clarke’s, and Mrs. Clem- 
ents’ works all brought good figures, most of 
them beyond half retail. The lines following, 
including Cooper, De Quincey, Dickens, and 
Emerson did equally well. Of the latter’s 
prose works in 3 vols. 12°, a number were 
duplicated at very nearly one third off. The 
English and Foreign Philosophical Library might 
have done better. Jas. T. Fields’ writings, as 
usual, found plenty of eager bidders and 
went off at good prices. Bret Harte, Haw- 
thorne,and John Hay’s works brought satis- 
factory prices. Holmes’ works did well ; 
his ‘Guardian Angel,” not in the catalogue, 
was offered, and accepted chiefly by the younger 
bidders, the older members evidently having 
enough of that article in stock. The remainder 
of Houghton, Osgood & Co.'s invoice went 
at very good figures. The Zidrary edition of 
Scott’s novels in 25 vols. 8°, brought just half 
off. Tennyson’s works, Miniature, Farrington, 
and Cadinet editions, did not do well. 

It was five o’clock when Mr. R. Wor- 
thington, amid applause, took the stand. 
After a few minutes’ rest the ball was 
again set in motion and off went the “ Famous 
French Authors,” “as they ought to go, up in 
a balloon,” to use the language of the auction- 
eer. Gunning’s “ Life History of Our Planet,” 
Campbell’s ‘White and Black,” and “Sou- 
venirs of Madame Le Brun,” went at over half 
off. “Life in Paris” was cheap and so was 
Library of Famous Fiction, Proctor’s “ Pleas- 
ant Ways in Science,” and Wilson’s ‘‘ Leisure 
Time Studies, ” brought fair prices, but the ‘‘ Fa- 
mous Men and Boys” had to suffer, probably 
©n account of the 2000 Chatterboxes, which went 
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off without much trouble. After their disposal 
Mr. Worthington hoped no one present would 
refuse an invitation to sup with him at the Sin- 
clair. At last accounts the invitation was ac- 
cepted by all but one and he was deaf. 

After supper a band in an adjoining house fur- 
nished some music not in the catalogue and for 
which there was no extra price, but which, to- 
gether with an organ voluntary by a musical 
genius among the bidders, and an obstreperous 
feline, apparently in Mr.“ Grant’s” pocket, for the 
time being proved anything but pleasant to the 
auctioneer, however much it may have delighted 
the majority present. “Jerry” was equal to 
the occasion, and without delay knocked down 
the bargains and called iustily for “ more.” 
The English editions of Kegan Paul & Co. put 
up by Mr. Worthington averaged fair prices. 
Tennyson, Handy-Volume edition, in 12 vols., 
went at half price, the Crown edition at very much 
less. The Zidrary edition of Taine’s * English 
Literature” went at less than half off, and a lot 
of 100 of Lovell’s one-volume editions inserted 
by Mr. Worthington went rapidly at half off. 
Catlin’s “ North American Indians” were mas- 
sacred. Smith’s‘* Wealth of Nations” of course 
went at a good price. The different editions of 
Boccaccio found ready buyers at satisfactory 
prices, ‘‘ Little Mr. Bouncer and his Friend 
Verdant Green” were left in the lurch, as were 
also the Kingsley Novels and a pretty edition 
of Bunyan’s “ Miscellaneous Writings.” The 
100 Aldworth Tennyson were not put up, but 
4900 in Other editions and, following the large 
OQsgood invoice of Tennyson, brought fair 
prices, the 1000 Landsdowne lot being taken rap- 
in large lots at from 55 cents.

In fact, up to this time, the prices 
throughout were better than in the spring. 
A lot of Parkman’s ‘‘Great West” just is- 
sued, was taken off by one bidder at nearly 
whoiesale price. Mr. Brown represented the 
firm on the stand and refused to run any line 
under his figure. 100 of the new Webster 
speeches closed the invoice at a good figure. 

One set of Audubon’s Birds in 11 vols. imp. 
8°, half turkey, put up by Geo. R. Lockwood, 
brought a higher price than was anticipated. 

Messrs. Lippincott’s invoice came next, Mr. 
Kimball on the stand. The climax of the day 
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was their offer of 1000 sets of Macaulay’s Eng- 
land with Dr. Allibone’s Index. All present 
were on the gui vive, and when the lot was 
offered bids came thick and fast, and the price 
was sent up to within nearly 50 per cent off the 
retail price. Of course the majority hung back 
for a better price, and got it.

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POSTAL MATTERS. 
PARTLY PRINTED COMMERCIAL MATTER. 


TuE following letter, from the P. O. Depart- 
ment, in answer to a correspondent appealing, 
is made public for the information of the busi- 
ness public on an important question : 


SEPT. 15, 1879. 


Sir: Your letter of the goth inst. has been 
carefully considered. The Department ap- 

reciate the difficulties which have arisen and 
may arise for a while, until both the public and 
the various Officers of the service can under- 
stand the line which marks the distinction be- 
tween commercial paper partly written and 
partly printed, the written matter of which is 
in the nature of personal correspondence, and 
that which is not. 

It is a subject, however, which the Depart- 
ment is satisfied will right itself, when the line 
of demarcation is understood. Section 232 
takes from the class of matter to which the 
character of personal correspondence can at- 
tach, “ printed commercial paper filled out in 
writing.” 

What meaning is to be given to the clause is 
apparent when the language of the whole sec- 
tion is considered and when full force is given 
to the word “printed” preceding ‘*com- 
mercial.” The Department defines the intent 
to be, to permit partly-printed commercial 
papers in ordinary use among business men to 
be regarded as third-class matter, papers 
which are constantly passing in the commercial 
community for business purposes, the blanks 
of which when filled do not alter their character 
as papers in general use. Whenever there 
shall be a departure from this rule, there must 
be a departure from the rates. Words which 
when not in the form used as the appropriate 
filling of blanks, but outside it (unless simply a 
condensed statement of some matter in itself 
within the rate, as a brief statement of some 
fact or facts contained in a bill of lading) make 
the paper special or individual, and subject to 
the rate for personal correspondence. Arn il- 
lustration of this latter point may be found in 
one of the papers forwarded, and which is 
marked “A.” The bill itself is an ordinary 
commercial paper, but there is added in the 
margin the words, ‘‘ Balance of order in a few 
days.” This makes the whole account special, 
as it contains information which is personal and 
important only to the individuals between 
whom the account passes, and hence the rate 
which must attach to it is that for first-class 
matter. 

It must be observed in this connection that 
partly-printed commercial papers which are in 
themselves or become the representative of a 
monetary value are always subject to the rate 
for matter of the first class. 

The papers which you forwarded with your 
letter are herewith returned with the proper 
rate of postage indicated thereon.

RECENT POST-OFFICE DECISIONS AFFECTING 
PUBLISHERS. 
From Post-Office Gazette (September, 1879). 
3. A printed bill of lading, filled out in 


writing, whether signed or unsigned, is admis- 
sible to the mails as third-class matter. 
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5. Third and fourth-class matter must be 
fully prepaid at the office of mailing, or the 
same shall not be forwarded. 

7. Publishers, in making out bills to be en- 
closed in copies of their publications sent to 
subscribers, should keep in view the form as 
given in Sec. 234, P. L. & R., ed. 1879. 

g. The Department holds indented sheets 
used by the blind for conducting their corres- 
pondence as matter of the fourth class, subject 
to postage of one cent per ounce. 

12, Unless a publication is ‘‘ printed in whole 
or in part and published” in the county where 
the subscriber to whom it is intended to be sent 
resides, it is not entitled to free transmission. 

18. A publication of the second class edited 
and published at one post-office, but printed 
entirely at another post-office, cannot be 
mailed direct to subscribers from the post-office 
where it is printed unless it has been entered 
as second-class matter at the post-office where 
it is published. Publications of this character 
are not, however, entitled to free county circu- 
lation unless the two offices are in the same 
county. 

19. Autograph albums filled in with written 
signatures, or miscellaneous writing, are first- 
class matter. 

21. Statements of accounts, bills, etc., and 
demands for payment thereof, printed or writ- 
ten on the side of a postal card not intended 
for the address, do not render the cards un- 
mailable. 

26. All manuscript matter designed for pub- 
lication in books, magazines, periodicals, or 
newspapers is subject to letter postage unless 
accompanied by proof sheets, or corrected 
proof-sheets of such manuscript, or of which 
such manuscript is a correction or addition. 

27. The words, ‘‘ please post this up,” writ- 
ten on a package containing a “ poster,” “‘ cir- 
cular,” or any other description of third or 
fourth-class matter, being in the ‘‘ nature of a 
personal correspondence,” would subject such 
package to letter rates. 

32. A publication which does not announce 
in its columns that it is published for a sub- 
scription price, is not entitled to entry as sec- 
ond-class matter,and can only be sent in the 
mails at third-class rates. 

43. Samples of merchandise are. fourth-class 
matter, subject to postage at the rate of one 
cent for each ounce or fraction thereof when 
wrapped so as to admit examination. Such 
samples may have tickets, or tags affixed with 
name, width, price, etc., printed or written 
thereon, without subjecting the packages to 
any higher rate of postage. 

44. The liability of persons who take news- 
papers, periodicals, magazines, etc., coming to 
their address out of a post-office, for the amount 
of subscription thereto, is not determined by 
any postal law or regulation. It is entirely a 
question of common law, between publishers’ 
and subscribers, with which postmasters have 
nothing to do, they being required to deliver 
properly prepaid matter to the persons named 
in the address. 

45. No publisher is compelled to enter his 
publication as referred to in Sec. 199, P. L. & R., 
ed. 1879, but all legitimate publications of the 
second class, whether old or new, are entitled 
to be so entered, and it is the earnest desire of 
the Post-Office Department that the practice 
shall become universal. When a publication 





is formally entered each copy thereof should 
have the words of entry printed therein in 
some conspicuous place. 

46. Bills for merchandise, etc., partly printed 
and partly written, and not receipted, are entitled 
to pass ia the mails as third-class matter, pro- 
vided they contain no writing which is in the 
nature of a personal correspondence. The 
words ‘‘ please remit,” “‘ this account is over- 
due,” etc., written thereon, subjects them to 
first-class rates. Bills entirely in writing are 
first-class matter. This ruling will also apply 
to “ statements of accounts.” 

61. The law intends that third-class matter 
shall be prepaid by stamps affixed to each pack- 
age to one address. Therefore a bulk package 
of circulars, advertisements, handbills, transient 


prepaid by stamps affixed to the wrapper of 
the package at the rate of one cent for each two 
ounces or fraction thereof, is properly prepaid 
only as far as the postmaster named in the ad- 
dress, and when it reaches his office becomes 
his personal property, but he cannot distribute 
any of the contents of such package throughout 
the boxes or from the general delivery of his 
office, unless each quantity delivered to any 
one person is prepaid in full at the drop rate at 
his office.

accordance with the permissive clause in the 
new postal law, by which such books are to be 
forwarded directly to the person to whom they 
are addressed, who is to be required to pay the 
customs duties to the postmaster at the point - 
of delivery, the latter to account directly to the 
customs authorities at the point of entry. The 
plan meets with favor at the Treasury, and the 
details are now being reduced to writing by 
Superintendent Blackfan.
